Shag, prepared from a mild or st variety of 

eaf;. returns from. broken and re pieces and 
siftings; and bird’s eye, from leaves from which the 
midrib has not been removed, but is cut up with the 
leaf, seen by the light-coloured “eyes’’ so noticeable 
in this variety. 

The cake and twist tobaccos undergo different 
treatment. The leaves, after being stri off the 
midrib, are “sauced,”’ fermented, Jaid upon ono 
another, and pressed into cakes. In this pressing, a 
liquor exudes which forms the “sauce.” 

wist tobacco, like pigtail, is different in that in- 
stead of being made into cakes it is twisted either 
by hand or a spinning wheel. . Both cake and twist, 
however, ate oiled with sweet oil to prevent sticking. 

If in place of being cut into shreds, I had been 
designed for cigars, my career would have been quite 
as interesting. The cigar-maker would have selected 
from the leaves before him those that were perfe:t 
halves. . These would form his “ wra ” which he 
would shape somewhat like an isosceles triangle. 

The fragments of leaves and cuttings, known as 
* fillers,” would have been taken up and rolled be- 
tween the fingers, and then surrounded with the 
wrapper, beginning at the lighting end and finishing

After trimming and cutting to length, the cigars 
would have been incircled with the labels, tied into 
bundles or packed in boxes, and placed in heated rooms 
to season.

_ Snuff is made from the midribs or stalks by being 
placed, after fermentation, in large conical iron 
mortars lined with wood, and ground with heavy 
pestles driven slowly round until the mass is reduced 
to a dust of the required fineness. The characteristic 
aromas are secured by roasting, flavouring, and vari- 
ous “ doctorings.”’ 

And now a word as to adulteration. Though manu- 
facturers are liable to a penalty of £200 if found 
having upon their premises a number of things s0 
widely diverse as treacle and lime, herbs and ochre, 
lampblack and chicory, adulteration is still prac- 
tised, although not nearly'so much as in years past, 
when the articles mentioned and 

innumerable others were largely used. 

As to our harmfulness when manufactured, mach 
has been said that is wise—and otherwise. Nicotine, 
& pungent ‘poison, of course, we do possess in quan- 
tities. from 1 to 9 per cent. My particular kind, 
Kentucky,:and nearly all U.S. varieties, contain 
about 4 to 5 per cent., while.good Havana and Cuba 
sorts contain only 2 to 3 per cent. 

Fortunately for you, a large quantity of this nico- 
tine is consnmed or destroyed in the burning, so that 
it is impossible for the whole of it to become absorbed 
into your system. Fortunately, because every cigar 
contains — poison to kill two men. But cael te 
adults in moderation tobacco is productive of little 


harm. 

I must not forget to tell you that I provide employ- 
ment for millions. In the United States, it hes 
been estimated that. over £25,000,000 is invested 
in the tobacco trade, while the value of the products 
in that country is set down roughly at. £57,000,000.

“guantity of oatmeal is doubled. 

Miss Anna, Held, the popular singer of the music 
halls, is credited with the frequent use of milk baths. 
They were recommended to her by a French physician 
for the cure of a skin eruption caused by eating fish, 
and she has continued them ever since. 

She uses enough milk to completely immerse her 
figure up to the chin, and lies in it for ten minutes 
or a little longer. The milk bath is not only o skin 
beautifier. It is also a food. Part of the finely sub- 
divided fat of the milk finds its way through the 
pores and nourishes the system. 

Many other beauties have indulged in milk baths. 
They were most popular in France a century or more 
ago. The famous Madame de Recamier, who was 
beautiful at seventy, bathed in milk, and so did 
Madame Tallieu. . ; 

The latter lady is credited also with the invention 
of the fruit bath. Her recipe is said to have been 
twenty pounds of strawberries crushed and dissolved 
in’ water or half that quantity of raspberries. She 
claimed that such a bath soficned the skin and gave 
it a delicate pink tinge and an agreéable perfume. 

For sheer expense, it is probable that moching in 
the way of baths ever ex the champagne bath 
which Madame Bernhardt is said to have once 
indulged in. It was recommended to her by a young 
doctor at a time when the great actress was terribly 
run down. 

As a cure for fatigue, such a bath is said to he 
unsu . Usually Madame Bernhardt relies upon 
a bath consisting of a weak solution of green -tea. 

Actresses are obliged to take more pains to kcep 
themselves in good condition ph: than are any 
women workers. Nearly all have the 
strongést belief in baths of various descriptions, but 
most of their recipes for beauty-bathing are kept 
severely secret. 

Miss Ellen Terry, however, openly asserts her 
belief in bran. Miss Ada Rehan and Miss Lilian 
Russell affect a bath in which sevcral different scents 
are used in large quantities, and Miss Violet Van- 
— delights in a violet. bath. 

Floral baths were, indeed, in great favour a fcw 
years ago, and are still popular.

flowers each have their adherents. The blooms ara 
steeped in hot water, the infusion strained off, and 
poured into the bath.

The mud is usually of a peaty character, 
and is said to extraordinary soothing pro- 
perties and to be useful in nervous disorders.
